CALIFORNIA TO VOTE ON 


DRASTIC 8-HOUR LAW. 


Sacremento, Cal., July 7.—One of 
the most drastic eight-hour measures 
ever written will be submitted to 
California voters at the November 
election and Its passage la believed 
almost certain. Tht bill, drawn by 
Assemblyman 
Kingsley, 
the 
only 
Socialist member of the Callfornlan 
Legislature, affects all employersVgJ- 
labor and reads as follows: 


"Any 
employer who shall require 
or permit, or who shall 
suffer or 
permit any overseer, superintendent, 
foreman 
or other agent of such 
employer, to require or permit any 
person in his employ to work more 
than eight hours in one day, or 
more than 48 hours in one week, 
except 
in 
case 
of 
extraordinary 
emergency, caused by fire, flood or 
danger to life or property, shall'Jbe 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than ?>5 nor more than $500, or 
imprisoned in the county jail not 
less than ten nor more than ninety 
days, or both so fined and im- 
prisoned."
